(b) The structural coordinates in page 5-8 in the specification teach amino acid sequences since a 
particular atom is assigned to a linear amino acid sequence in order. As such, the amino acid sequence 
disclosed within the atomic coordinates must comply with the sequence rules. Labeling using a SEQ ID NO. 
must be inserted into the specification. 

(c) The polypeptide "RQLVGL" on the page 18, the last line, require appropriate SEQ ID NO. 

(d) The structural coordinates in Claim 24 teach amino acid sequences since a particular atom is 
assigned to a linear amino acid sequence in order. As such, the amino acid sequence disclosed within the 
atomic coordinates must comply with the sequence rules. Labeling using a SEQ ID NO. must be inserted 
into the claim. 

(e) Claim 24 recites many contiguous polypeptide within the coordinates. Any polypeptide having 4 or 
more amino acids should have SEQ ID NO.
